The Corporation of the City of Vjctoria By-Law 
defining the Wards of the City of Victoria 
and the Boundaries thereof, and the num- 
ber of Councillors to represent each Ward,

' Be it enacted by the Mayor and Council of the Corporation of the 
City of Yictoria as follows: 

1. Tho City shall l>o divided into three Wards, immoly, the John- 
son Street Ward , the YatcH Street Ward, andtbeJiuiieH Buy Ward. 

(a) Tho JohuKon Street Ward shall include all that tract of laud ly- 
ing between tho Northern Bouiidarj" Line of tJie Corporation and 
a line running along the centre of Johnson Street from the Ferry 

' easterly, nud a straight continuation of such line to the Eastern 
boundary lino of the Corporation, district section No. 74, and 
tlieuco in a .straight line to the Cit}' boundary stone, on the Cad- 
boro Bay Road at MitcheU's Nursery. 

(b) The Yates Street Ward shall include all that tract of land lying 
between the southern boundarj- line of the Johnson Street Ward 
and a lino commencing at the western extremity of .Fort street, and 
running thence eastwardly along the centre of Fort Htreet and the 
Cadboro Bay road to th(> CUty boundary Htone at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(c) The Jiinip.i B.iy Ward shnll include all that tract of hiiitl lying 
between the soutliern boundary liiio of the Yates Street Ward on 
the one si^p, and tho southern boundary line of the Corpoiration on 
tho other side. 

2. At tho next election of Couueillors and thenceforth there shall 
be tv;-o Municipal Councillors in JohiiKon Street AVard; three in 
Yates Street \\'!ird ; and two in James Bay Ward; elected in man- 
ner provided by law.

How to Stop the Xeak. 

It •will haveteon observed that, of 
tho items maldug up tlio Imlf-iuillioii 
• drain npon o^u■,^vealtl^. aiul vital euorgies, 
that of live stock is by far tlio largest, 
amounting, as it does, to considoralily over 
f-one hundred and fifty thousand ^ yoar; 
and it is worthy of remark that, of all tlio 
items, this is tho most inexousablo,— tliat 
isto suyVtlieiB isJeaseJtoQBe for the im 
• portation of live stock than, porliaps, m y 
obUer commodity iu the whole list, Bii- 
t "li (.lolum bia is eminently adapted for 
■coUkraisiog, producos hotter beef m d 
mutton than her neighbor, better tlian 
moStcouptries; and, moreover, sUo lias 
already a' plethora of beef cattle. This 
brings us face to face with our sulijo-jt, 
— tho object of the present article buiiig 
to point out tho first and moat important 
stop towards stopping tho fatalleak, viz., 
supplying our marl;cta with beef andiuut- 
tou from our own grass ranges. The me- 
thod is very simple, and can scarcely 
claim tho merit of novelty, seeing it has 
frequently formed the subject of articles 
in these columns, during the past years. 
And, first of all, the stock-ranges beyond 
the Oasoades must he coaucctod with the 
'seaboard at tho moat convenient points 
for shipment by means of pood, practica- 
ble trails, ^vor -which cattle may bo safe- 
ly and readily driven. This. is a primary 
necessity. Without it tho stock cannot be 
brought to tlic principal markets. It may 
seem a startling assertion, ncverfhek-ss it 
is incontrovertible, that stock can be 
brought to this market from the most dis- 
tant parts of Otegon or even from Lower 
California, and pay the customs -liity, at 
a less outlay than it can he hrouRht from 
our own grasi-ianges beyond tho Cascades, 
as matters stand now. With proper fucil • 
ities the expense would be reduced to less 
than one-"ourth of what it is at present, It 
will readily be seen, theiof ore, that tlie 
whole question hinges upon tho opening 
up of proper avenues between the feed- 
ing-grounds of tho interior and tho sea- 
board, and it is to this point that wo de- 
sire more particularly to address our- 
selves. Tlio reader will donbtlesB bo aware 
that the sum of fivo thousand doUiirs was 
appropriated by tho Legislature, last ses- 
sion, for the purpose of ojwjning a cattle 
trail between the head of Seton Lake, near 
Lillooet.and HoweSound^tJrjas we are led 
to believe more likely .Bim-ard'Xnlet. TIjb 
palpable. inadequacy of the appropriation 
•was sufficiently pointed out in previous 
artioles, aiid tho public nro already aware 
that, if the trail in (prostion Hliall bo open- 
ed this year orwitliuut a farther appropri- 
ation, it will bo due (juito as muck to tho 
operations of the Knihvay Survey astnany 
result.s likely to be attained with the pal- 
try Provincial grant. 13nt, assuming this 
work to bo completed, wo wish to point 
out its inadequacy to moot the wants uf 
tho whole country. To those stock-raiaers 
iu what may ' be termed the .Korthorn 
ranges, it would doubtless he tho right 
tiling in tho riglit place; and, as such, it its 
to be regarded as a work of very great iiu- 
portaiice. Eut it can liardlj' he contoiul- 
ed that a trail connecting Lillooet with 
Howe Hound by a northerly course, would 
meet the wants of the great Southern Dis- 
tricts. The arrival in' this market of a 
band of superb beef cattle from Nicola 
Valley;! has turned attention afresh to 
the subject. Tlio e'xt^uisitc qualities of 
tho boi>f produced by tho rich gra.sses of 
that A'alloy have invested the subject with 
now interest— whettCLl, as it were, the ap- 
petite for more. Tho tentative trip made 
by Mr. Modrelia8brought'tlio°the smfaoe 
additional facts to domonstrn'te tho ne- 
cessity for facilities enabling cattle to be 
drivuii directly to tho seaboard, if wo 
would stoi) the' drain of gold going out in 
payment fur inferior foreign beef, and 
als'o the necessity for a southern trail, as 
well as a Northern one. The.rcaJor will 
bettor undersUind the full force of this 
last proi)osition when it is stated that the 
distance from Okanagoii to Lillooet is 
considerably greater than the distance 
from tho same point to Hoiio, and, with 
this important diflVjronce.that there is c-c- 
oellent feeding ground all tho way tollope; 
and, as everybody knows, all the way 
f ron» Hope to New 'Westmiilsterr feed is 
to be mot with in great abundance. We 
have taken Okanagonas tho starting-point, 
and of ci)urs(; the ea.su of stock farther 
south would bo stronger still. Probably 
Cacho Creek wcnihl c(jnstit nto a fair diviil- 
ing lino, as between n northern and a 
southern trail. It would form a fair goo- 
graphical division and nt- the sumo time 
aliont e(|nally divide the stock- ran gen, 
I\Iuch might be said ijy way of .showing 
the griiat natural advantages possessed by 
what wo luive for ennviMiienco sake, desig- 
nated as the santh.-. rn route; but thesr^ are 
moio matter of detail and must be loft for 
another article. There are other (juos- 
tions, Kueh as the imposition of ill-timed 
and nnju.'t taxes and undue intorforcnoo 
with tlio great grazing intcre.'its of the in- 
terior, wliieh must exort more or luna in- 
ilueupd nj.'on ti;c main ({uestion, eonsidor- 
fttion of whieli mil st , however, bo iiost- 
jioned.

A TALK WITH THE DISCOVERERS. 

We had a call yesterday from Henry 
Thibort, tho discoveror of the Cu:ssi(;r 
gold diggings. Ho is a Canadian from 
Montreal District, and came to ]5ritish 
Columbia by w-ay of lied River in 1870. 
Ho met MeCullongh in 1871 on McKeiizio 
Uivor -uul subHequontly crossed from 
Fort Providence, on that river, to Buck's 
Bar. Early .last.Spring, in company with 
Xavior Looyon and T. Tailfer ho crossed 
the divide and dis(!Ovorod gold on tiio 
croik now known as Tliibert Creolv on 
tho 1st of May last. They got a few 
colors at first, but 10 days afterwards, on 
tlio 20th May, the ice broke up and they 
got 

Ten- OoUara to a Froapeot. 

On the 23d of May they commenced 
work with rockers, and made from an 
ounce to S20 a dny to tlio man, in oonrse 
gold. On the 1st of July tiiey si'tstoadily 
to work wit'j rockers and made over after- 
wards from 811 to five ounces to tho Imiid 
per day. The main diggingsore on a bar 
of the Of eel?.,. They, also worked ou the 
Tienoh 10 feet above highwator mark, tho 
frost being still in the ground. On the 
bench (hey niado from one to three ozs. a 
day to tho hand. They got tho pay on tho 
bedrock. The pay-gravol is from inclies 
to 12 inches in thickness.

In ten 
or twelve days Capt. Moore and three 
others cams up tho river and the whole 
party started, iieavily loaded for Cassiar. 
T'hey missed their way and were '2'J, days 
in reaching Deaso Lake ; but tho trip can 
be madu in 5 days by a man with a small 
pack. They made another trip between 
tho Bar and the Lake with proyisiohs ip 
15 days. Ou the 6th of July they reach- 
Dease Lako,tooka boat and arrivedatThi- 
bert Creek on the 8lh. On the 13th July

on a bar 1500 feet above Thibert it Co's 
claims. They mado about §10 a daj' to 
tha hand, the pay increasing to 2 ozs, per 
iliiy in a short time.

Win. Waldron is entitled to tho honor 
of taking out the largest uuggctyot found 
in the now diggings. Ho found a perfect 
beauty, .weighing 8>i ozs., which is now 
in town. H. Thibert took out tho next 
largcst--weighing .^=22. In coming out 
tho party met 3 mon from Nanaimo half- 
way between Buck'tt Bar and thodiggingB. 
Tliey met li inoro men at Packsaddlo 
Creek, 15 miles above Buck's Bar, and 
saw 25 men at Wrauglo who had come up 
in the Otter. 

All tho men who arrived yesterday will 
return early in the Spring.

Tho Indians 
winter above ground in bush tents. The 
climate seems dry. There is some good
